MEMORANDUM. 


The results of the collection of fishery statistics during the year 1900 are 
.-given in the annexed Tables. This is the fifteenth complete” year during 
which the statistics have been collected for England and Wales, the 
collection itself having been commenced in the spring of 1885. 

The main figures now given relate to the fishery statistics of England and 
W ales, but tables are added as in former years giving statistics of the Scottish 
and Irish fisheries based on monthly returns received from the Fishery Board 
for Scotland and the Office of the Inspectors of Irish Fisheries. A further 
table shows the quantity of fish carried by railway, and some information is 
also given respecting certain Foreign Countries and Colonies. As regards 
the statistics for England and Wales the particulars are obtained, generally 
speaking, through the officers of Coast-Guard employed at the different 
stations, the exceptions being in the case of the more important ports, 
where special officers are appointed. The returns as to the quantity 
and value of fish landed on the coasts of England and Wales are made by 
the various officers, and an abstract of the results is published each 
month by the Board of Trade, the figures now given being compiled 
from the monthly returns, revised and corrected. Throughout the Tables 
the values given are those of the fish at the time of landing. The statistics 
it must be remembered relate to fish first landed on the coasts of 
England and Wales, that is to such fish as is landed direct from the fishing 
grounds, excluding fish imported from abroad, as well as all fish that 
has been previously landed elsewhere in the United Kingdom.

The above statement indicates that the quantity landed annually, in spite Fluctuations 
of fluctuations, has on the whole tended to increase, whilst the increase in IN AM0UNTS 0F 
the value has been considerably more marked. Thus in the first three years FI ' LA ‘ 
of the period named, that is to say from 1891 to 1893 inclusive, the average 
annual value (including shell fish) was 7,063,000/., the average quantity 
(exclusive of shell fish) being 12,706,000 cwts., whilst during the last three 
years of the period, 1898 to 1900 inclusive, the average annual value 
amounted to 9,20 ">,000/., the average quantity (exclusive of shell fish) being- 
15, 123, 000 cwts. These figures therefore show an increase of 19 per cent, 
as regards quantity, and 30 per cent, as regards value, as between the 
two above named periods. 

Analysing the returns for the year 1900 in detail, it will be observed that Analysis of 
in England and Wales (see Table I. in the Appendix) the total quantity ^h^Sdoj. 
landed was 8,600,000 cwts. (exclusive of shell-fish) ; haddock (2,487,000 cwts. ) 
and herrings (2,425,000 cwts.) together accounting for 57 per cent, of the 
total weight of fish landed. These two kinds of fish, although very 
important as regards quantity, do not, however, account for anything like 
half the value, the haddock being valued at 1,696,000/. and herrings at 
934,000/., or 2,630,000/. in all, out of a total of 6,610,000/. At the other 
extreme, as regards value, are soles and turbot, of which the quantities 
landed were only 75,000 cwts. and 61,000 cwts., the values amounting to 
567,000/. and 253,000/. respectively. Occupying an intermediate place both 
as regards quantity and value are plaice (753,000 cwts., valued at 909,000/.), 
cod (589,000 cwts., valued at 432,000/.), and mackerel (321,000 cwts., 
valued at 253,000/.). The variations in the last three years in the quantity 
and value of particular descriptions of fish are shown in Table X. of the 
Appendix. From this it will be seen that in England and Wales 
haddock has decreased in quantity during the past year from 2,646,000 cwts. 
in .1899 to 2,487,000 cwts. in 1900, but has increased in value, from 
1,643,000/. to 1,696,000/. With regard to herrings, there has been a further 
increase both in quantity and value, the weight of this fish returned as 
landed during the past year having increased from 2.239,000 cwts. in 1S99 
to 2,425,000 cwts. in 1900, and the value from 799,000/. in 1899 to 934,000/. 
in 1900; indeed both the quantity and value of herrings landed were in 1900

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larger than in any year since the collection of fishery statistics w*ur.

The quantity of plaice landed in 1900 was very much the same as in the 
previous year, Viz. : 752,500 cwts. as compared with 752,400 cwts., though 
there has been a slight decrease in value from 923,000/. to 909,000/. Cod 
has increased both in quantity and value, the quantity landed having been 

565.000 cwts. in 1899 and 589,000 cwts. in 1900, and the value 413,000/. in 
1899 and 432,000/. in 1900. There has been an increase both in the quantity 
and value of hake landed, in quantity from 228,000 cwts. in 1899 to. 

232.000 cwts. in 1900, and in value from 159,000/. in the former year 
to 184,000/. in the latter. Mackerel, on the other hand, shows a decrease 
both in quantity and value, the quantity having been 449,000 cwts. in 1899 
and 321,000 cwts. in 1900, and the value 264,000/. in 1899 and 253,000/. 
in 1900. 

With regard to the more costly kinds of fish, it is to be observed that both 
the quantity and the value of soles have slightly decreased, the quantities in 
1899 having been 79,000 cwts. and in 1900 75,000 cwts., and the value in 1899 
569,500/. and in 1900 567,500/. As regards turbot also, there was a slight 
decrease, the quantities landed having been 65,400 cwts. in 1899 and 
60,700 cwts. in 1900, and the values 260,000/. in 1899 and 253,000/. in 1900. 

The total results, which are stated on page 5, show that there has been a 
slight decrease in the quantity of fish landed in England and Wales in 1900 
as compared with 1899, whilst the value shows a fairly large increase, 
the average values of the fish landed in the year 1900 showing in the 
majority of cases some increase over the corresponding values of the 
previous year. 

The average value of prime fish generally has increased from 4/. 16s. 1 d. 
per cwt. in 1899 to 5/. 6s. per cwt. in 1900, whilst the average value of all 
kinds of fish landed increased from 14s. 9 <7. per cwt. in 1899 to 15s. 4 \d. per 
cwt. in 1900. 

The following have been the chief changes in value of the various sorts of 
fish, comparing the years 1899 and 1900 together - 

The average value of soles has increased from 71. 4s. Id. to 7/. 10s. 8j</. 
per cwt., and that of turbot from 3/. 19s. 5 \d. to 4/. 3s. 2f<7. per cwt. 
Haddock shows an increase from 12s. od. to 13s. 7f<7., hake from 13s. 1 lie/, 
to 15s. 9§<7., and mackerel from 11s. 9r/. to 15s. 8ft/., whilst the average 
value of herrings has still further increased, viz.,. from 7s. If d. to 7s. 8 it/.,, 
the value in 1899, having been unusually high. On the other hand, plaice 
shows a slight decrease in value from 1/. 4s. 6f<7. in 1899 to 1/. 4s. 2d. in 
1900. The average value of the cod landed remains much as in 1899.

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In Scotland (see Table XI.) there has been an increase both in the quantity Fish Landed on 
and the value of the fish landed. This result is to be attributed almost Scottish Coasts. 
entirely to the increase in the quantity and value of herrings; indeed, 
herrings so largely preponderate in the Scottish fisheries that they in a great 
measure control the whole of the returns. 

The following statement shows the total quantity and value of the fish 
(exclusive of shell-fish) landed on the Scottish coasts in each of the years 
1898, 1899 and 1900, distinguishing the quantity and value of the herrings 
landed during the same period : —

I t will be seen that both the quantities and the values of herrings landed 
in Scotland in the last three years have fluctuated to a remarkable extent. 

In 1898 the quantity landed attained the large figure of 4,704,000 cwts 
in 1899 it fell to 3,207,000 cwts., whilst in 1900 it rose to 3,520,000 cwts. 

The only other descriptions of fish besides herrings which hold an 
important position in the Scottish sea fisheries returns are haddock and cod ; 
of the former, 761,000 cwts., valued at 503,000/., were landed in 1900, and 
785,000 cwts., valued at 478,000/., in 1899; of the latter, 434,000 cwts. 
were landed in 1900, and 515,000 cwts. in 1899. valued respectivelv at 
206,000/. and 224,000/. 

As regards the average values of the Scottish fish, herrings fetched 
about the same price in 1900 as in 1899, the average values being 7s. lid. 
per cwt. in 1899 and 7*. 0f<7. in 1900. Cod rose in value from 86-. 8^(/. in 
1899 to 9*. 5f d. in 1900, whilst the value of the haddock landed in Scotland 
increased from 12*. 2\d, per cwt. in 1899 to 13*. 2 Id, in 1900. 

In Ireland (see Table XII.) there has been a large decrease both in the Fish Landed ox 
quantity and in the value of the fish landed, as will be seen by the following Irish Coasts.

It will be seen from the foregoing statement that, as a rule, mackerel 
holds in the Irish returns much the same place that the herring does in the 
.Scottish returns. In 1900, however, the quantity of mackerel landed in 
Ireland was not much larger than that of herrings. Both fell oh' very con- 
siderably, mackerel from 025,000 cwts. in. 1899 to 242,000 cwts. in 1900 
and herrings from 427,000 cwts. in 1899 to 223.000 cwts. The average 
value of the mackerel landed, which in the year 1899 was 6s. 5 ±cl. per cwt 
increased in 1900 to 8s. 10£d. per cwt., whilst the value of herrings also shows 
an increase from 4s. 6£d. to. 0s. 3§d per cwt. The average value of the prime 
fish landed on the Irish coasts which in the year 1899 was 3/. 15s. 8 bd. per cwt. 
fell in the year 1900 to 11. 19s. 5 d. per cwt., the value of soles having 
decreased from 3/. 17s. 2 ±d. to 11. 18s. 0 : }d. The average value of all the fish 
landed in Ireland increased from 0s. 8^.; to 9s. 'id. per cwt. In 1898 the 
average value of the prime fish was 3/. 10s. 1 d. per cwt., and the average 
value of all fish landed, 5s. 9 : }-</. per cwt. 

The foregoing figures relate to the quantities and values of fish “ other than 
shell-fish.” The total value of shell-fisli landed in 1900 on the coasts of 
England and Wales {see Table X.) was smaller than that landed in 1899, 
the respective figures being 372,000/. and 384,000/. ; in 1898 the value was 
309,000/. There has been a decrease in the number of oysters taken ; the 
number returned as landed in 1900 being 37,847,000, and in 1899 38,982,000, 
and the respective values 132.000/. and 144,000/. Among other descrip- 
tions of shell-fisli, crabs show an increase in number but a decrease in 
value, the number having been 5,177,000 in 1900, and 4,918,000 in 1899, 
the respective values being 57,000/. and 62,000/. Lobsters show a decrease 
in number as well as in value ; in number from 790,000 in 1899 to 654,000 
in 1900, and in value from 33,000/. in 1899 to 29,000/. in 1900. 


In the case of Scotland and Ireland the amount of shell-fisli landed is not 
large, the value having fluctuated during the last three years between 75,000/. 
and 80,000/. in the former country, and 13,000/.* and 17,000/.* in the latter 
country. A large proportion of this total consists of lobsters, of which the 
value landed in Scotland amounts, on an average, to about 32,000/. a year, 
and in Ireland to about 8,400/. a .year. The oysters landed in Scotland 
during the three years 1898 to 1900 averaged in total value about 2,200/. a 
year, and in Ireland (where the quantity landed in 1899 was unusuallv la urn) 
about 1,700/. a year. 

The total value therefore of the Sea Fisheries of the United Kingdom in 
the year 1900, according to the foregoing figures, and exclusive of salmon, 
was as follows : —

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It must be understood, however, that all the foregoing figures 
represent the values at the time of landing only, nothing being included for 
the earnings of other fishing industries connected with curing and like 
operations, or with the carriage of the fish to market, by which the value of 
the fish is frequently much enhanced before it reaches even the wholesale 
markets. In comparing these figures with estimates of the value' of the 
fishing industry of the United Kingdom in which other items are included, 
this difference in the basis should always be borne in mind, for if the value 
of the fish were to be taken at a later stage of the industry, the annual 
value, instead of being roughly speaking between nine and ten millions, 
would probably amount to double that total. 

A comparative table is given {see Table XIII. in Appendix), showing the 
quantities and value of the fish landed at each of the principal ports in 
England and Wales during the last ten years, which illustrates the various 
fluctuations in the fishing trade at each of those ports. Taking first the East S AST CoAST 
Coast, it will be seen that Grimsby maintains its place as the most ISHERIES - 
important fishing port, the amount returned as landed there in 1900 being 
107,478 tons. The next port in point of importance is Hull, where 64,486 
tons of fish were landed during the past year, this being the largest amount 
ever recorded as landed at that place. Next comes Lowestoft with 54,680, 
and Yarmouth with 44.575 tons. The amount landed at London, viz., 35,841 
tons, shows a considerable falling off, though it is to be observed that this 
quantity refers to Billingsgate only, as no water-borne fish has been returned 
as landed at Shad well since the commencement of September 1899. But the 
quantity of fish landed at Billingsgate itself in 1900 shows a marked decrease 
as compared with the quantity landed there in 1899, when it amounted to 
47,588 tons. A table is subjoined showing the amount of fish (exclusive 
of shell-fish) landed at London during the last six years, distinguishing' 
that landed at Billingsgate as well as at Shadwell.

On the South Coast the quantity landed at Newlyn, which is the most 
important fishing port, decreased from 10,361 tons in 1899 to 6,878 tons in 
1900. It was, in fact, but little larger than that of Plymouth, where 6,704 
tons were landed in 1900, as against 6,949 tons in 1899. The quantities 
landed at Brighton and Penzance also show a falling off, the quantities 
landed there being 861 tons and 513 tons respectively. 

On the West Coast the most important fishing ports in 1899 were Milford, 
Neyland, and Fleetwood. But in 1900 the quantity landed at Neyland was 
only 3,761 tons (as compared with 7,702 tons in the previous year), i.e., less 
than the 4,056 tons landed at St. Ives, which is also an important port on 
the West Coast. 

Neyland is dependent for its supply almost entirely on fish, chiefly mackerel 
and herrings, brought from the Irish Coasts although not previously landed 
there, and the comparative failure of the mackerel fishery in Ireland in 1900 
probably in a large measure accounts for the falling off in the quantity landed 
at this port. At Milford the larger proportion of fish landed is trawl fish 
caught in St. George’s Channel. The quantities of fish landed at this port have 
increased very much of late years. In 1900 the quantity shows a further 
increase, amounting to 15,730 tons as against 14,375 tons in 1899. At 
Fleetwood there was a slight increase in 1900 as compared Avith 1899, the 
quantities landed having been 8,401 tons and 7,392 tons respectively. 
The former amount, however, was still much below that landed in 1898, 
when it was no le,ss than 16,724 tons, a large fleet of steam trawlers then 
fishing from that port having been withdrawn after that year. 

Tables are also given showing the quantity and Aalue of the various kinds of 
fish landed in each month of the year. It appears from these returns (see 
Part I., Table III., of Appendix), Avhich have been prepared in the present 
form for a series of years, that there is comparative regularity from month to 
month in the take of prime fish, as Avell as in the take of tliejdnds called 
“intermediate” between prime fish and those classed as inferior. On the other 
hand, frequent and great variations occur in the take of the more migratory 
kinds, such as herrings,, mackerel, pilchards, and sprats, the changes 
as regards these largely affecting the total for particular months. There 

are 
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are necessarily also variations in the oyster fisheries owing to the close 
season.

From the above statement it will be seen that the months of October 
ancl November were the most important to the fishing industry, and the 
month of February the least important in all three years. The value of the fish 
landed in November 1900 (780,000/.) is larger than any returned for a single 
month for England and Wales since the commencement of the collection of 
the statistics, the highest value previously reached having been 755,000/. in 
October 1899. Previous to that the highest figure reached was 589,000/. in 
October 1897. 

Tables are given {see Part III. of Appendix) showing the number of fishing Fishing Boats 
boats of each class, registered under Part TV. of the Merchant Shipping Act 
of 1894, on the Register on the 31st of December in each of the years 1895 
to 1899 ; and the number of boats, the certificates of which were endorsed, 
known to have been employed in fishing. The tables also show the estimated 
number of men and boys regularly employed in fishing, together with the 
number occasionally so employed in each division of the United Kingdom, 
those engaged in trawling being separately distinguished for 1899. These 
returns represent all classes of fishing boats in Scotland and Ireland, but 
•do not include the smaller boats in other parts of the British Islands.

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It should, however, be noted that, although the number of boats with 
their crews is stated separately for each division of the United Kingdom, 
according to the registration of the boats, many of the first and second 
class boats do not confine their operations to the divisions to which they 
belong, and consequently a portion of their catch of fish may frequently be 
credited to one of the other divisions of the United Kingdom.

Tables are also given (see Part IV. of Appendix, Tables XV. and XVI.) 
showing for a series of years from 1891 to 1900 inclusive, the total quantities 
■and values of the fish imported into the United Kingdom, distinguishing the 
proportion of such fish retained for home consumption, as well as the exports 
of fish from this country to Foreign Countries and British Possessions during 
the same period. From these statements it appears that the value of the 
fish imported into this country and retained for home consumption has 
amounted on an average to 2,851,000/., a year during the last three years, 
having increased from 2,274,000/. in 1891 whilst, on the other hand, the total 
value of British and Irish fish exported from this country, which for many 
years averaged about 1,700,000/. a year, rose in the year 1900 to 2,995,000/. 
Taking these figures in conjunction with the value of the produce of the sea 
fisheries of the United Kingdom during the period in question, it will lie 
seen that the value at landing of the fish consumed in this country has 
materially increased of late years, as shown by the following table

Resume 

Statement. 


Part V of the present statement consists of a “ Return of fish carried by Fish C U!1UED 
each railway from the principal ports of the United Kingdom in each year inland by Rail 
from 1895 to 1900.” This return has now been made for many years past, 
and serves in some measure as a check upon the returns at each individual 

port. 
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port. The chief differences in the basis of the two returns are as follows : — - 
The return of fish landed includes fish landed for local consumption, 
whereas such fish is, of course, excluded from the return in Part V. of 
fish carried away by rail. The return in Part V. of fish carried by rail 
includes the tare (boxes, packages and ice), and excludes the weight lost by 
the fish in cleaning and gutting when, as is sometimes the case, these 
processes are carried out after landing but before the fish is carried by rail. 
Further, the railway return includes the amount of sliell-fish carried, such 
as oysters, crabs, lobsters, &c. by weight instead of their being returned 
separately by number, as in the landing account. The two returns therefore 
must be taken rather as affording a check on each other than for purposes 
of direct comparison. 

Foreign and Colonial Sea Fisheries in 1898. 

Tables relating to the sea fisheries of certain foreign countries are appended 
to the Statistical Tables accompanying the present Memorandum. ( See 
Part VI. of Appendix.) Statistics relating to Canadian fisheries, which are 
the most important among the Colonial fisheries, have also been added. These 
tables relate to 1898, the last year for which particulars are available except 
in the case of the United Kingdom. 

Comparing the fishery statistics of these countries with those of the
